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-"Rad'hg" Party Swoops Down 

on Waukegan Baker and 

Makes Him Divide 



HAD DEFIED THEfOOD LAW 
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Food Administrator Clark, Senretary 
Paul Willis. of thiTAVaukegan Chamber 
of Commerce. Chief Tyrrell and an es- 
cadrille of reporters speeded to the 
basement of Steven StoakofT, 779 Mar- 
ion street, Waukegan, Tuesday morn- 
ing as a "rading" party." This wns in 
response to a report that StoakofT, who 
haB 237 barrels of flour, had locked his 
place and refused to share the flour>with 
other bakers and with grocers badly in 
need of it. 

He had been directed: to heed Mr. 
Clark's orders and. share his flour by 
Hinton G/Clabough, department of 
justice chief inChicago, following two 
defiances of the food administration 

When the "riding" party arrived at 
the bakery, iiowever, it waB to find the 
door open and StoakofT inside busily 
kneeding* loaves of bread. 

He explained he had hot intended to 
close his place— the * front door was 
locked at 10 o'clock when a truck called 
for 86 barrels of flour for Frank Nolan 
—but he had stepped out to deliver 
some bread. 

"Mine is a one-man bakery," he said, 
smiling. "I make the bread, bake it, 
sell it and deliver it without help." 

In the presence of the officials 70 
sacks, of 85 barrels, were loaded onto 
the truck and hauled to Mr. Nolan's 
k place of business. . 

In addition the following received five 
barrels each on a showing that they had 
purchased other cereals, in the prescrib- 
ed quantities: South Side Bakery. 
North Chicago bakery and Adam Demo. 
StoakofT will be permitted to give up 
172 arid keep but G5 barrels, ' .'the rest 
v heijig,dUtributed on Mr. Clerk's written 
order to such grocers and bakers an ap- 
ply for it and need it. Each man must 
pay a price without profit to StoakofT. 
He. gets. $11.40 a .barrel, which gives 
him a margin of live cents. 

The flour is all wheat flour of the old 
type and not "war flour" such as the 
mills are now milling exclusively. 
. StoakofT was taken in custody Mon- 
day by P. J. Fergus, an operative of 
the department of justice and removed 
to Chicago, where he was grilled by Mr. 
Cjabaugh and told he was facing $5,000 
fine and two years in prison if 'he did 
not cense hoarding and obey .the food 
administration edicts which he has been 
defying. Thoroughly tamed he gave 
his promise and was permitted to return 
home. 



Reaffirm Price 

On Milk As Fixed 

By Commission 

The federal milk commission has re- 
affirmed all prices fixed in its original 
report. 

This means that bottled milk will.be 
sold to Chicago consumers at 12 cents a 
quart and 7 cents a pint. 

A'ilm. W heeler ar* once ratified the 
established .prices. They go into effect 
immediately. 

Prices to be paid producers of milk 
containing 8.5 percent .butter fat, de- 
livered, at dealers'' shipping stations 
follow: 

• February 3.07 per 100 pounds; March, 
$2.83; April, $2.49; ; May, $2 04; June, 
$1.80; Nov, December and January 
prices 'were fixed at $3 22 in 'accord 
with agreement previously entered into 
by producers, -distributors and food 
administration. 

Three cents per 100 pounds will bo 
added or deducted for each 1 per cent 
butter fat variation from the 3.5 per 
cent standard. s 

The supplemental report defends the 
method by which the commission es- 
tablished prices, but mokes no specific 
reference to the published criticism of 
Dean Davenport, resigned member of 
the commission. 

Onlv majority members of the com- 
mission passed upon and signed the 
new report. Dean Davenport, P. G. 
Holden and W. J. Kittle, commission- 
ers who dissented from the original 
report, did not attend the session.

Miller, chairman; John W. O'Leary, 
Lucius. Teter, John H. Harris, John J. 
Fitzpatrick and Mrs. E P.Welles. - 

In addition to fixing prices to con- 
sumer for delivered milk at 12 cents a 
quart the commission recommended the/' 
price at the distributors' station be 10 
cents on Bales made on cash and carry 
plan | 

. There are approximately 700 of these 
stations. 

Departure. for Washington Friday by 
Charles S. Deneen, counsel for the 
producers led to rumors he will lodge a 
formal protest against the commissions 
report with Hoover.

* I. M; Shea, a Jackie at the Great 
Lakes naval 'station, met death in 
rather, a mysterious manner near Lake 
Bluff early Saturday morning. His 
lifeless body was found near the north 
bound/ track of the Chicago and North 
Western railroad about 1000 feet north 
of the depot Death had resulted from 
a fractured skull. Naval station au- 
thorities admitted that they were look 
ing into the affair but were not ready to 
make any statement as to the manner 
in which the young man met his death. ^ 
There is nothing at present to indicate 
foul play. 

The supposition at Lake BlufT is that 
Shea leaped from the north bound paper 
train which passed through Lake BlufT 
at 6 a. m. under the belief that he was 
being carried past the naval station 
where he intended to' get off. It is 
pointed out that ho may have stumbled 
on the inter-locking track device and 
was hurled head-foremost- against the 
steel rails. That death was instantan- 
eous is indicated by the severity of the 
injury inflicted. No witnesses of the 
accident have been found. 

The Jackie's body lay, undiscovered 
beside the tracks until perceived by 
the engineer of a south bound passen- 
ger train at 6:39 a. m. The engineer 
stopped his train, examined the body, 
found the victim was dead, and then 
notified the authorities "at the naval 
station to which place the victim was 
removed. 



The firm hand of the food adminis- 
trator was felt at Lake County's only 
flourtnili) owned and operated by Kned- 
ler Bros., at Prairie View on Mondav 
of this week when Food Administrator 
Gridley notified them that there was no 
immediate relief obtainable from the 
regulation providing that no farmer 
may have more than ninety eight pounds 
of his own wheat ground for his own 
use atone time without substitutes. 

This rule, Mr. Gridley believes, works 
an unjust hardship on the farmer. He 
believeB it would be fair to ask the far- 
mer to eat his share of the substitutes, 
but with only one mill in a radius of 
more than twenty miles from the north 
east of Lake county, it is not only a 
hardship, but a big economic waste to 
et a farmer have but ninety-eight 
pounds of flour milled at one time when 
he customarily gets five times that 
much. 

The farmer's time is valuable and 
will aoon be demanded in crop opera- 
tions. The government should recog- 
nize the economy of permitting him to 
have a four or six months' supply 
ground now. I brought the matter be- 
fore the state conference of county 
food administrators Saturday and suc- 
ceeded in having application made to 
Washington for relief which I. trust 
will be granted. In the meantime, the 
regulation which took effect January 
28, must remain in force. 

I do not want to see anyone in Lake 
county get into trouble for food viola- 
tions and will make every effort to 
avoid it. This can be assured, how. 
ever, only by the conscientious observ- 
ance of the food regulations by all. 

Farmers should bear in mind that 
they cannot sell or give away flour 
without the required amount of sub- 
stitute.

The tradition that the Kentucky sol- 
tilers who fought nt Tippecanoe took 
hack with them the seed that has made 
blue grass famous in central Ken- 
tucky, has never been questioned or 
seemed to require authentic proof, de- 
clares a writer. Mrs. Levering says, 
In her "Authentic Indiana:" 

M It wns on the return march from 
the battle of Tippecanoe that the sol- 
diers from Kentucky gathered the seed 
of the blue grass which they found 
growing In Indiana, and carried it 
home with them, thinking It was a su- 
perior variety because It satisfied the 
hunger of their horses so well that 
they would not eat corn. It flourished 
sO well on the limestone soli of central 
Kentucky that It mode that state fa- 
mous." This statement wns based on 
Information obtained from early set-.' 
tiers of Indiana. Kentucky was not 
known as the blue grass state until 
many years after the battle of Tippe- 
canoe. 

As long ns slavery existed,. Ken- 
tucky, lying south of the Ohio river, 
was classed as a Southern state. It 
never was classed as a central West- 
ern or middle Western state along 
with Ohio and Indiana. In the census 
report of 1010, Ohio, Indiana, Illinois. 
Michigan and Wisconsin were classed 
ns "Kust North Central states" and 
Kentucky, Tennessee. Alabama and 
Mississippi as "East South Central 
states." 

'When Indiana wns admitted- to the 
Union. In 181 0.' it consisted .of 13 coun- 
ties, viz.: Wayne, Franklin, 'Dearborn, 
Switzerland, Jefferson, Clark, Wash- 
ington, Harrison; Knox, Gibson, Posey, 
Wnrrlck and Perry. In the subsequent 
creation of 70 counties out of these, 
milking 02, the boundaries of the orig- 
inal 13 counties underwent material 
changes.

Great" Shipbuilding Program 

Planned to Win the War. 

All states have been requested to 
contribute their quota of volunteer 
shipyard workmen, to speed America's 
new merchant fleet to rapid comple- 
tion. Tho United States Shipyard Vol- 
unteers of the Public Service Reserve 
has been formed/ embracing skilled 
workers In many trades. Two hun- 
dred and fifty thousand workmen will 
be enrolled, all of whom will stand 
ready to respond when they nre called 
to go to shipyards for service. 

An appeal for volunteers has been 
made by the department of labor, 
the council of national . defense, the 
shipping board, the 20,000 four-minute 
men, governors of the various states, 
organized labor and business men. The 
aim is to fill all the present and future 
needs of the government's shipyards. 

Pay of volunteers will be In accord- 
ance with the prevailing wage in the 
shipyards at the time they are called. 
Construction of houses for the workers 
Is being pushed with energy, and the 
necessary homes will be ready when 
the men are called. 

Preliminaries Are Arranged. 
All preliminary work, such as the 
building of shipyards und shlpwnys, 
construction of housing facilities, 
preparation and transportation of, ma- 
terial, and the training of workmen, Is 
being rushed to completion. Thus the 
organization of the shipyard volunteers 
Is being hastened with energy and en- 
thusiasm. 

Volunteers are requested to go to the 
nearest enrollment agent of the public 
service reserve or state council of de- 
fense and sign up. Should there be no 
enrolling agent In the vicinity, they 
are asked to write to Edward N. Hur- 
ley, chairman of the United States 
shipping board, Washington. 

Cards arc Issued to all applicants, 
bearing statements of the purpose of 
the shipyard volunteers, classifying 
them according to trades and asking 
signers to respond when called. But- 
tons will be given to volunteers bear- 
ing the Inscription, "U. ' S. Shipyard 
Volunteers." In addition, the work- 
er will receive a certificate signed 
by Chairman Hurley, which reads: 
"This Is to certify (name of vol- 
unteer) of (city, state), has 
enrolled In the United States 
'Shipyard Volunteers of Pub- 
lic Service Reserve to aid the 
natloa In Its Imperative needs 
for merchant ships with which to 
overcome the submarine menace 
and maintain our forces at tho 
front."

Obviously, where the status 
of the wife Is entirely subject to the 
will of the husband and where the 
womnn has an enforclble clahn against 
this property while It remains In the 
hands of her relatives, the birth of 
children furnishes the only assurance 
of security and Independence for the 
wife. 
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No Need for Attorneys to Collect Soldiers Insurance 

The Secretary of the Treasury has announced that 
neither the soldiers, sailors, nor their dependents or any 
beneficiaries under the soldier and sailor insurance law 
need employ attorneys or claim agents to collect the in- 
surance; that the employment of such intermediaries is 
unnecessary and inadvisable and a needless expense. 

The procedure for the presentation and collection 
of insurance claims is very simple and the proper blanks 
can be secured from the Bureau of War Risk Insurance 
in Washington. The name of the person in the service 
who was killed or injured and the relationship which 
he bore to the person making the claim should be given. 
If further information or assistance i$ required by the 
claimant the Bureau of War Risk Insurance will gladly 
furnish it. 

Circulars have been sent out by claim agents and 
attorneys offering to assist persons entitled to the bene- 
fits of this insurance in collecting their claims. The 
"pension sharks," who once thrived and fattened under 
our pension laws, are still a rank memory in this coun- 
try. 

It was hoped that when they were legislated out of 
existence we would never see their like again. But 
their successors seem to survive, and the action of Sec- 
retary McAdoo in giving prompt warning against these 
would-be profiteers under the insurance law will be 
commended by all.

All States of Union Have Availed 
Themselves of -Opportunity Of- 
fered by Government.

A number of tho 
states have made specific appropria- 
tions to meet federal old dollar for dol- 
lar. Among these are New York, Illi- 
nois, Michigan, Rhode Island, Nevada, 
Iowa, Florida and Vermont.

Experiments with seedlings. grown In 
wnter have shown that a baby blue- 
gum will take up the liquid at* an ex- 
tremely rapid rate. As the blue-gums 
grow nt a marvelous rate (often as 
much or ten or twelve feet Is added 
to their height In a single Benson), 
the consumption of moisture from the 
soil goes on nt a rapidly Increasing 
rate. Now, it .Is' well-known that the 
malarial poison Is Introduced Into the 
blood of man through the agency of n 
certnln variety of mosquito (Ano- 
pheles), and the, dwelling plnce of 
these InsectR. when In, the larval stnge, 
Is to be found In pools of wnter. With 
the planting of the eucalyptus trees 
the pools disappear and the marshy 
land becomes comparatively dry. Thus 
the breeding plnces of the mosquitoes 
are destroyed nnd the Insects are no 
longer able to carry on their pernicious 
activities."— S. Leonard Bustln, In St.

Early Use of Metals. 
As compared with Mexico, the tools 
employed by the ancient Easter island- 
ers, though like In shape, nre yet morn 
wonderful when the purpose for which 
they were .used Is considered. It Is 
believed that the use of Iron wns un- 
known to the more ancient people of 
the earth ; certainly few traces are 
found. But nmong the Mexicans there 
Is evidence of red copper hnvlng been 
fashioned Into tools; and although tluit 
Is wonderful enough when the usage Is 
seen to which the comparatively soft 
metal -was put, yet still more marvel- 
ous are the tools of volcanic glass 
which wrought, carved, cut. and chis- 
eled the huge Images and blocks, of 
stone to be found on Boater Inland. Re- 
mains of these tools nre yet to be found 
lying about the Island quarries. 



An Isolated Island. 

The Inst and most Isolated of the 
Polynesians Is Easter island. .It lies 
2,000 miles westward of the coast of 
Chile, Its nearest neighbor being Plt- 
calrn Island. 3,400 miles further west. 
It Is small,, only 4, r > square miles In 
nreu, and volcanic, .the surface being 
formed of lnvn of comparatively re- 
cent eruption. Hence the strnnge lack 
of vegetation so curiously at vari- 
ance with a tropical climate. Grass 
grows on It, however, nnd It Is for that 
reason largely given up to the raising 
of sheep and cattle. 

Easter Island wns discovered nearly 
two hundred years ago by the Dutch 
Admiral Itoggeveeri, who enst anchor 
there on nn Easter Sunday, .whence it 
derived Its nnme. He found' it more 
largely populated than It Is now. But 
he and his crew must' have seen nnd 
mnrveled at Its bold rock-sculpture, Its 
terraces and wallB, Its picture writ- 
ings. Many of these. Indeed, rival the 
world-famous relics of Mexico and 
Peru, while they ore strangely akin to 
them In conception nnd design.

Washington, Feb. 22.— The first 
American-built battleplanes are en 
route to France, nearly live months 
ahead of the original schedule. 

Iu making tills announcement on 
Wednesday Secretary Baker said the 
first shipment, although la Itself not 
large, "marks the final overcoming of 
many difficulties met in building up 
this new and Intricate Industry." 

"Those planes," Mr. Baker said, "are 
equipped with the first Liberty motors 
from machine production. One of them 
in a recent test surpassed all records 
for speed and climbing for planes of 
that type. 

"Engine production, which began a 
month ago, Is now on a quantity bnsis 
and the peak of production will be 
readied in a few weeks. 

"Only the twelve-cylinder type Is be- 
ing made, as developments abroad 
have made it wise to concentrato on 
the high-powered engine Instead of the 
eight-cylinder." 

Optimistic as these statements ap- 
pear, the secretary said they should 
not bo exaggerated and should be cou- 
slderd in the light of these facts: 

That after three years of warfare 
the total number of planes able to take 
the air at any one time on either side 
of the western front lias not been moro 
than 2,500. 

That 40 men nre required on the 
ground for every plane In the nir, mak- 
ing a total of 115,000 men needed for 
the present maximum of 2,. r >00 planes.

Changes Proposed .to Curtail Presl* 
dent's Powers Rejected — Govern- 
ment Control Eighteen Months 
"After the War. 



Washington, Feb. 25.— The adminis- 
tration railroad , bill passed the sennto 
on Friday by a viva voce vote. 

Before passing the measure the sen* 
ate adopted a resolution of .Senator 
Cummins of Iowa directing tho. govern- 
ment to take over all short line roads 
representing -un investment. of $1,000,- 
000 or more. * 

Tills was 3'actlcally the only change 
of importance effected. On all other 
points the administration forces held 
firm. , j 

The Important provisions of tho bill 
as passed In the senate are: 

1. The president Is to fix the rate of 
compensation for the railroad owners 
for the use of their property on tho 
bnsis of thoir average earnings for tho 
years 1015, 1910 and 1017. 

It Is estimated this will involve the 
payment by the government to the 
owners of $050,000,000 each year. 

An amendment by the committee to 
reimburse the roads for Improvements 
made during the six months ended De- 
cember 31, 1017, was rejected by tho 
senate. This would have made neces- 
sary the payment of about §15,000,000 
additional. 

2. Itates for freight and pnssenger 
traffic are to be initiated by the presi- 
dent whenever advisable, but final Jur- 
isdiction- in all rate changes rests with 
the Interstate commerce commission. 

The original bill proposed by Direc- 
tor General MeAdoo would have given 
the president supreme authority In the 
matter of fixing rutes. 

3. The control nnd operation of the 
railroads by the government Is to cease 
at the end of IS months after the end 
of the wnr. As originally presented to 
congress the bill left the period to con- 
trol open. The house bill fixed the time 
limit at two years after the end of tho 
war. 

More than a dozen amendments were 
disposed of during the day. Ilundreds 
of short speeches were mude under tho 
five-minute rule. 

The bill now goes to tho house, 
where general debate on a similar 
measure lias practically closed, and 
where almost u hundred amendments 
are pending. 

Next to the Inclusion of the short 
line railroads, the most Interesting step 
of the day was the rejection of amend- 
ments by Senator Cummins to limit the 
government return to the roads to not 
more than 5 per cent upon their cnpl- 
tal stock. 

Senator Cummins' amendment af- 
fecting the short lines was adopted 
by 58 to U. 

One section of the bill allows tho 
president to buy nnd sell railroad se- 
curities and turn the proceeds over to 
the revolving fund. Objections were 
made to this by Senator Kir by of Ar- 
kansas, who suid It "was dabbling in 
stocks."

Country Far Behind In Its Program 

of Sending Supplies to 

the Allies. 

Washington, Feb. 23. — The next two 
months will be the most critical period 
with regard to food that the United 
States has faced since she entered the 
war. 

This was the statement on Thursday 
of Herbert Hoover, United States food 
administrator. The statement reads: 
"In response to many Inquiries I beg 
to nay It Is true that since the first of 
December we have fallen far behind 
our agreed food program with the al- 
lies. By the end of February we will 
be short 45,000,000 bushels In cereal 
products which we undertook as our 
share of their supplies. We also will 
be short of the amount of meat prod- 
ucts thnt wo were to deliver. 

"This deficiency Is due solely to ihe 
railway congestion since that date. ' 

"The next sixty days will be the 
most critical period In our food his- 
tory. The simple fact is that the pro- 
gram goes far deeper than supplies to 
the allies. 

"During the Inst three months we 
have fallen far behind In movement of 
foodstuffs from the farms to tho con- 
sumers. 

"We had about 130,000 carloads of 
potatoes November 1 that should have 
been moved from the producing cen- 
ters', nnd up to the first of February 
wo had moved about 28.000 carloads. 
We should have moved over DO.000 in 
this period. The result Is that pota- 
toes are spoiling In the producers' 
hands. 

"There Is n great deal of live stock 
which has been ready for the market 
for some time, but is still held in the 
farmers' hands through Inability to ob- 
tain transportation."

"I wish to reassure the country by 
saying that so far ns transportation Is 
concerned, thero Is no danger of suf- 
fering from u serious food shortage In 
the eastern part of the country.

Followipg Is n summary of other Im- 
portant recommendations regarding 
cereals, meat, poultry, and perishables.

Effort should bo made to 
maintain the acreage of sugar cane and 
sugar beets, and to Increase these 
ureas in so far us these crops are well 
established or nro nedessary to sound 
agricultural practice.

The area In onts should be 
malntnlned, especially In regions and 
on soils which nro n«»t so well adapted 
to other grains, but with a small reduc- 
tion to provide for Increasing tho 
wheat acreage. Barley production 
should be Increased In regions where 
It grows best, especially In the north- 
ern edge of tho corn belt nnd In sec- 
tions north and west of the belt; nnd 
rice, buckwheat and flaxseed produc- 
tion should bo maintained and, If pos- 
sible, lacreased. 
. Grain Sorghums. The production of 
grain sorghums (knflr, mllo, feterlta, 
etc.) should be Increased grentiy 
throughout the drier portion of tho 
Plains region.

Potatoes. The normal acreage- of 
Irish and sweet potatoes should bo 
maintained in 1018, notwithstanding 
the large crops In 1017. 

Hay, Forage and Pastures. Wher- 
ever feasible, the area devoted to hay, 
fbriigc and sllngc crops should be in- 
crensed nnd these products should be 
used to n greater extent In place of 
grains and other concentrates. 

Beef Animals. The number of beef 
animals should bo maintained' and,- In 
a'reas where It Is clearly the best range 
and farm practice, should be Increased. 

Beans, Peas and Peanuts. • The pro- 
duction of beans nnd pens should bo 
Incrensed In regions to which they nro 
adapted, because of their high food 
value, keeping qualities, and availabil- 
ity" for domestic or export trade. " Soy 
beans nnd peanuts should be Increased 
in order to supplement beans and peas 
as human food, us n source of much 
needed oil, and ns nnlmal feeds. 

Perishables, (a) Market gardens 
near large consuming centers should 
be Increased so as to meet, as nearly 
as possible, the needs of the communi- 
ty, and In order to obviate the neces- 
sity of transporting such products 
from dlstnnt points. 

It Is Important to do all that is pos- 
sible to relieve tlio strain upon trans- 
portation facilities. 

(b) The planting of home gardens, 
especially for family needs and for 
preserving food for future use, again 
should be emphasized. 

(c) The commercial production of 
perishables generally should be In- 
crensed above normal wherever It Is 
reasonably clear that transportation 
nnd marketing facilities will be avail- 
able.

'70 felt nnd lived nnd helped. 

"The nation needs that sort of boys 
and girls today. Not to beat our 
drums, nor to load our muskets, but to 
start a great work which must bo doae. 
It Is the part of the boys and girls to- 
day to give an example of self-denial 
and sacrifice, to teach fathers and 
mothers, to tench the grown people of 
the nntlon that we still have In every 
young heart thd spirit of '70 when the 
boys led our soldiers Into battle, and 
tho girls fought beside their fathers nt 
the cabin walls. Tho lesson Is 'thrift* 
— saving to the point of sacrifice— self- 
denial of everything unnecessary." 

Young America needs no urging to 
do its part for victory. Reports from 
tho schools show' that the youngsters, 
are making sacrifices and doing their- 
share of wnr work with the spirit of 
the boys nnd girls of '70. 

In Greenwich, Conn., Is n remarkable 
school. It Is self-governing, tho boys 
and girls having equal voice In school 
nffalrs with the faculty. Every Mon- 
day morning the children and teachers 
hold a war council. Government poli- 
cies of Importnnce and reports of the 
nntlon's needs nre discussed. Letters 
and messages of human Interest from 
soldiers of the allies and friends In 
service nre read and the Inspiration of 
brave deeds and pntrlotic self-denial 
is Impressed upon the young minds. 

Every member of the council who 
does nt least one hour of wnr work 
dnlly Is awarded a badge of citizen- 
ship. The council owns n large and 
businesslike gray book, In which Is 
recorded each citizen's activities for 
the day, and you will find such jottings 
as these: 

"Leigh, ago seven : Cutting snips for 
pillow pads for the wounded, 30 min- 
utes. Knitting squares for comforts, 
20 minutes. Pasting scrap-books for 
soldiers, 15 minutes: 1 hour und 5 min- 
utes. 
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"Billy, age thirteen : Chopping wood 
for 1 hour and 30 minutes and giving 
money to Liberty loan fund." 

"Helen, aged twelve: One und one- 
fourth hours knitting one sock. One- 
half hour making newspaper caudles." 

Who will say Leigh, Billy and Helen 
nre not hard-working patriots? 

Every morning the school sends n 
parcel of knitted work, pillows for the 
wounded nnd other much-needed arti- 
cles to the' Red Cross headquarters. 

Students of u fushlonuble girls' 
school In Connecticut have pledged 
themselves not to use sugar, or eat 
bon bons while the war lasts. 

A series of pamphlets containing war 
lessons which will Instruct the school 
children In the alms und needs of the 
United States Is to be distributed by 
the government. The first will deal 
with types of social organization. By 
the experience of the war It will be 
shown how Interdependcut are mem- 
bers of a modern soclul group. The 



lesson for the v s6y- 
enth nnd eighth 
grades and the first 
year of high school 
will describe .the 
life of a colonial 
family as an. ex- 
ample of a fairly 
Independent eco- 
nomic unit. The 
lesson for the lower 
grades will deal 
• with the things so- 
ciety makes and 
, uses. 

The second pam- 
phlet Issued will 
deal with produc- 
tion nnd conserva- 
tion. 

In n letter to 
school officials 
President Wilson 
said last August: 
"The urgent demands for the produc- 
tion and proper distribution of food 
nnd other resources has made im aware 
of the close dependence of Individual 
on -individual and nation on nation. 
The effort to keep up social and Indus- 
trial organizations, in spite of the with- 
drawal of men for the army, has been 
revealed to the extent to which modern 
life has become complex and special- 
ized. 

"These nnd other lessons of the war 
must be learned quickly If we are Intel- 
ligently and successfully to defend our 
Institutions. When the war Is over we 
must apply the wisdom which we hnve 
acquired In purging and enabling the 
life of the world. 

"In these vital tasks of acquiring a 
broader view of Iiumtin possibilities 
the common school must have a large 
part. I urge teachers and other school 
officers to Increase materially the time 
and attention devoted 'to Instruction 
bearing directly on problems of com- 
munity and national life." •

Americans Make Successful Attack in 

Chemin Des Dames Sector and 

Capture Two Officers and 

Twenty Men. 

With the American Army In France, 
Feb. 27.-7An Amerjcun patrol In the 
Chemtn des Dames sector, In conjunc- 
tion with a French patrol, penetrated" 
a few hundred yards Into the German 
lines nnd captured two German offi- 
cers, twenty men and one machine gun. 

There' was some sharp fighting and 
wounded. There were no Am erlcun 
casualties. The Franco-American pa- 
trol was under command of a French 
officer. 

The news quickly spread along tho 
American front and developed a keen 
competitive spirit among the men. 

The Boche nrtlllery got tlio range of 
a village late Saturday afternoon and 
shelled It vigorously. The streets wero 
full of officers and men. 

With the nrrival of the first shell 
they vanished Into dugouts and ditches. 
One officer found he had jumped Into 
the exposed side of a ditch. When a 
shell exploded near him he scurried 
Into n house und signaled the Ameri- 
can guns. 

The Yankee artillery begah pounding 
the Germans, who soon ceased firing.
